Wood has become'no 
go area'for residents 

AN unauthorised gypsy camp on council-owned 
land at Eggwood, north of Merriott, loomed large at 
the monthly gathering of Lopen Parish Council last 
week. 

Resident Les Farris told the Weekender after the 
meeting: “Villagers voiced their concern at the long- 
running, unauthorised occupation by members of the 
traveller community of a site at Eggwood Hill. 

“It was designated amenity land for local residents 
to mark Millennium Year 2000. 

“Some time ago, Somerset County Council, owner 
of the site, agreed to transfer ownership of this land 
to the parishes of Lopen, Merriott and Hinton St 
George. 

“The sale cannot proceed, however, until the site’s 
current occupants, who have been offered alternative 
accommodation elsewhere by South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council, have moved on. 

“Local residents are of the opinion, after almost 
four years of the site’s unauthorised occupation, that 
the county and district councils - the responsible au¬ 
thorities - have evidently decided to ignore the situ¬ 
ation at Eggwood. 

“Over this period, more and more vehicles have 
been parked on what was intended to be a pleasant, 
wooded area for local residents to enjoy, but which 
is now, in reality, a no-go area for them.” 

• The eight-member Hughes family, who occupy the 
site, were earlier this month refused permission to 
establish a new camp on privately-owned land at 
Haselbury Plucknett. 

The family said they intend to appeal against the 
decision and will continue living at Eggwood until 
the matter is resolved.

FOUR big cheques went to 
four good causes this week 
when Crewkerne Running 
Club held their annual 
meeting.

Club treasurer Derek 
Coles said: “Crewkerne 
Running Club considers 
supporting CRUK to be a 
way of making a real dif¬ 
ference to people’s lives, 
locally and nationally.” 

Three other cheques, of 
£200 each, were also 
handed to community 
groups at Haselbury Pluck- 
nett. 

The club raised the £600 
last August during its 
Haselbury Trailrace, which 
has now been staged every 
year since 1989. 

The donations this year 
went to the Friends of 


Haselbury Plucknett First 
School, the Haselbury Park 
playground project, and St 
Michael’s Church roof 
fund. 

The club’s annual meet¬ 
ing followed the cheque 
presentations at the George 
Hotel in the centre of 
Crewkerne. 

It emerged that member¬ 
ship had risen dramatically 
from 77 last year to a 
record 107 this March.

TWO FORMER students 
of Wadham School, Jack 
Stevens from Crewkerne 
and Lee Brayshaw from 
Whitelackington, who are 
planning a Lands End to 
John O Groats charity 
cycle trip in the summer, 
were delighted to receive 
support from their old 
school. 

The pair were presented 
with a cheque for £340 
raised by the sixth form, 
who organised a non-uni- 
form day.

Marathon cyclist's journal stolen 


A MARATHON cyclist has been relieved of his daily 
journal and hundreds of photographs just days be¬ 
fore he returns from a 12,000-mile trek across Europe 
and Asia. 

Frenchman Vincent Bernard, 31, has been 
promised a civic welcome when he passes ^ 9 
through Crewkerne later this week en-route . - 

from Heathrow to Plymouth. 

He will be catching the ferry home to Brit¬ 
tany after returning from India at the end of a 
19-month, 16-nation, cycle ride, visiting 
schools and projects for handicapped 
young people. 

When he reaches Crewkerne, he will 
be the guest of Weekender reporter 
Alex Alexander. 

The pair crossed paths in Brittany 
as Vincent began his epic ride to 
the orient and Alex was cycling 
home from the Mediterranean. 

They kept in touch, with Vin¬ 
cent posting weekly bulletins on 
his website. 

And the latest news from Vin¬ 
cent is the most disappointing. 

It includes a link to the Mumbai 
Midday newspaper in which re 
porter Vinod Kumar writes: "The journal 
and photos recording a Frenchman's 
ride through 16 countries was pinched 
from his travel bag at a city cyber cafe 

"He came to spread a positive attitude 
in the minds of cancer-affected and dis¬ 
abled people across India, but yester¬ 
day, just hours after he set foot in 
the city, he was relieved of his 
lovingly maintained journal 
and photographs. 

"Vincent Bernard, a French 
cyclist and cancer survivor, 


said he had with him an entire manuscript and pho¬ 
tographs of his journey, beginning from Brest in 
France on August 21, 2010. 

"He had the manuscript in his travel bag while he 
was busy working on a terminal at the cafe. 

"When he was about to leave, he saw the 
chain of his bag open and the manuscript 
missing. He made enquires with the cyber 
cafe, but in vain. 

"The Frenchman has toured 16 countries, 
covering almost 20,000 kilometres on his 
bicycle through France, Switzerland, 
Germany, Austria, Bulgaria, Hungary, 
Romania, Turkey, Iran, Russia, Kaza¬ 
khstan, Uzbekistan, Tibet, China, 
Nepal and India. 

"He was dejected and upset 
after the theft of his journal and 
photographs." 

Vincent told the newspaper: 
"I am new to Mumbai and do 
not know who to approach. 
"All I can say is that I have lost 
my trust in this city. I came here 
to spread a positive message, 
but I am upset. 

"Throughout my journey, I 
met different people even 
in India and they were all 
helpful and good. 

"But Mumbai did not 
impress me; here people 
do not value the feelings 
and sentiments of others." 

Fortunately, much of 
Vincent's journey was also 
recorded on his website 
and will be used to make 
a documentary of his trip.

HAVING already produced a book 
on recovery stories, Chard Inten¬ 
tional Peer Support Group have now 
released their new documentary 
video on You Tube, explaining how 
they aim to reach out to socially iso¬ 
lated adults in the town and provide 
them with new skills and friendship. 

The group of adults who are re¬ 
covering from various forms of men¬ 
tal illness formed a community 
interest company WATCH (Working 
All Together in Chard) project, last 
summer. 

WATCH, they say, is there to not 
just to help those suffering with 
mental health issues but any form of 
social isolation and give them confi¬ 
dence to go out into society. 

The six-minute documentary 
shows some of the activities volun¬ 
teers participate in on a weekly basis, 
including carpentry, art and crafts 
and creative writing. The film is also 


available as a promotional DVD. 

Arts facilitator Kirsty Cridge has 
been helping the group since No¬ 
vember 2010 while working at 
Sainsburys and taking a university 
course in fine art at Somerset Col¬ 
lege. She did her dissertation on how 
art benefits adult mental health and, 
thanks to a donation of clay from the 
college and the use of their kiln, has 
been helping the group make pinch 
pots and trinkets. She said: “I would 
like to work in a therapeutic way 
with art. We really need some good 
paper, more paints and other art ma¬ 
terials here.” 

Group member Samantha Mutton, 
who works part time at Superdrug, 
said she loved coming to the group 
because of the social aspect and 
cross section of ages as well as the 
creative activities. Jenny Collins, 
who works as a cleaner an Numatic, 
suffers from hearing loss which can 


be very isolating. She said: “I like 
making things too and meeting peo¬ 
ple for chats. We are all equal here.” 

Volunteer coordinator and group 
founder Julie Matthews said it was 
an exciting time for the group with 
lots happening and more on the hori¬ 
zon. They hope to have a website 
next and are desperately seeking 
someone who would like to share of¬ 
fice space. 

Chard Intentional Peer Support 
Group holds a mental health infor¬ 
mation point at the Guildhall front 
desk every Tuesday from 1pm - 
5pm. The WATCH Project is cur¬ 
rently at the Chard Young Peoplefs 
Centre every Thursday from 11am- 
lpm with hopes for expansion to two 
days a week.

Royal treat for fine arts society 


WHEN the Queen has 
guests to dinner at Wind¬ 
sor, where does she take 
them afterwards? 

To the Royal Library, 
learnt the members of Ne- 
roche Decorative and Fine 
Arts Society when they 
were shown treasures 
such as early books, 
Leonardo drawings, a 
Moghul paintings and 
priceless manuscripts. 

The members were 
taken on a personal tour of 
the Royal Library and its 
contents by the man who 
has organised so many dis¬ 
plays for the Queen’s 
guests, the Royal Librarian 
Emeritus, Oliver Everett. 

He began by saying that 
when the fire broke out at 
Windsor Castle, he and his 
few staff worked furiously 
to remove as many of the 


42,000 books from the li¬ 
brary as they could, only 
to be told by the fire chief 
that the fire was out and it 
had not reached the li¬ 
brary. 

A small army of volun¬ 
tary NDFAS conservators 
was recruited to clean all 
the books. 

Mr Everett explained 
that there had been three 
Royal libraries over the 
centuries, the earlier ones 
being in Whitehall Palace 
and then at Buckingham 
House, where George III, 
a great collector and bib¬ 
liophile, employed agents 
to amass some wonderful 
treasures. 

The tour took them 
through the rooms of the 
library, showing how they 
had changed over the 


years, and explained why 
there were so many French 
flags there; one French 
flag was the yearly rent 
paid to the sovereign by 
first, the Duke of Marlbor¬ 
ough after Blenheim, and 
then by the Duke of 
Wellington after Waterloo. 
This still happens today. 

He showed his audience 
the library’s most valuable 
possession - a book of 
psalms printed in Maintz, 
the second book ever to be 
printed. 

Mr Everett selected a 
Leonardo, a Michelango 
and a Raphael from among 
the 30,000 Old Master 
drawings in the Royal col¬ 
lection. 

His impromptu deliv¬ 
ery, his mastery of his sub¬ 
ject, and his involvement

News from South Somerset

HER ROYAL Highness, The Countess of Wessex, 
is to officially open the new South Petherton 
Community Hospital on Wednesday, March 21 st. 

The Countess will be accompanied by The Lord-Lieu¬ 
tenant of Somerset, Lady Gass JP; civic leaders; Mrs Jane 
Barrie OBE, DL, chairman of NHS Somerset; and Mrs 
Linda Nash, chairman of Somerset Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust on a tour of the community hospital's 
medical facilities and therapy garden. 

In addition to meeting staff and patients at the hospi¬ 
tal, the tour will also include an opportunity for Her 
Royal Highness to meet schoolchildren from South 
Petherton, staff, civic guests and invited visitors. 

The new £18m community hospital which opened to 
patients last year, has 24 beds and is built on the site of 
the old South Petherton Hospital. Sixteen of the hospi¬ 
tals inpatient beds are for the rehabilitation of patients 
affected by stroke. The hospital also has mobility and a 
health and wellbeing centre. 

Her Royal Highness, will be invited to unveil a com¬ 
memorative plaque in the hospital foyer. Miss Katie 
Aldridge, aged 16, will then present Her Royal Highness 
with a posy of flowers and local landscape artist, Angela 
Rooke will present a painting of South Petherton. 
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Moves to improve Somerset roads 


A SUMMIT was held in Westminster this 
week to boost the prospects of improvements 
to the A303 and A358 in Somerset. 

Leader of Somerset County Council Ken 
Maddock met MPs from the south west, to dis¬ 
cuss proposals that will help unlock economic 
growth in Somerset and across the region. 

Councillor Maddock said: “Improving these 
roads is vital for Somerset and therefore it is 
important that we work closely with MPs to 
form one strong voice. Back in January local 
authority leaders, senior officers and the High¬ 
ways Agency met, and agreed to urgently take 
forward a package of proposals that includes 


making more sections of the A303, A358 and 
A30 dual carriageways. 

“Speeding up journey times and improving 
reliability between the West Country and Lon¬ 
don and the South East would be crucial in 
terms of encouraging inward investment, mov¬ 
ing goods and creating new jobs. 

“The economies of the areas along the A303 
have suffered disproportionately through the 
recent economic climate when compared to 
those afforded with better links like the M4. 
Therefore, if we are to get serious about boost¬ 
ing business and tourism in the south west this 
infrastructure deficit must be overcome. 


“Somerset will be working closely with its 
partners over the next few months to develop 
a realistic set of proposals and put our case for¬ 
ward strongly.” 

A multi-agency task group has been set up to 
develop proposals and includes representatives 
from Somerset, Cornwall, Devon, Dorset and 
Wiltshire County Councilfs, Plymouth City 
Council and the Highways Agency. 

The group will work closely with the Heart 
of the South West Local Enterprise Partnership 
to ensure that the economic benefits of a new 
scheme are realised. 


County rethink on the 
withdrawal of bus routes 


HOPE could be on the 
horizon for villagers in 
fear of losing their buses. 

Thirty bus routes could 
be protected by Somerset 
County Council after a 
huge consultation with 
passengers on future lev¬ 
els of transport subsidies. 
They include funding 
services, running at least 
once per week, in areas 
that were facing the loss of 
buses. 

Cabinet member for 
highways, councillor Har¬ 
vey Siggs, said: “We have 
talked to bus operators and 
bus passengers. We have 
always said this was about 


listening and have taken 
action where we can to 
help out. We have gone 
back to the budgets and 
found some areas where 
we can use money more 
flexibly to invest here. 

“The process doesn’t 
stop now. We will keep on 
talking to the public, 
parish councils and bus 
operators,there is always 
room for improvement.” 

There were more than 
1,500 responses from the 
public and bus companies 
to consultation on subsidy 
reductions. These affected 
about half the 108 sub¬ 
sidised services in Somer¬ 


set. The comments were 
reviewed and alterations 
proposed in many cases. 

Bus companies and the 
council are still negotiat¬ 
ing some elements, but 
four routes mainly carry¬ 
ing fare-paying school 
children will be protected 
until at least the end of the 
summer term. Some local 
services are likely to con¬ 
tinue to be run by compa¬ 
nies with reduced or zero 
subsidies. 

Also, the number 99 
(Taunton to Yeovil) could 
be re-routed to cover the 
loss to Winsham and 
Clapton of the 90 service 
(Chard to Crewkeme). 


Village planning for the future 

RESIDENTS in Merriott are being urged to contribute 
to a new"Neighbourhood Plan", building on and up¬ 
dating the success of the Village Plan five years ago. 
A core group of residents is being assembled with 
responsibility for drawing up the new plan - and for 
getting it approved in a local referendum. 

Two of the champions of the new plan are parish 
councillor Ann Lawrence and Merriott resident John 
Bowman, who addressed the parish council about 
the new plan. 

They also published a challenge to their neigh¬ 
bours, urging them to get involved. 

They said: "It is now five years since the Merriott Vil¬ 
lage Plan was published and the residents said what 
they would like to see change in the village. 

"Since then, a good many of the aims in the plan 
have been achieved. It is now time to take stock and 
revise the plan. 

"The village needs to produce and endorse, 
through a referendum, a neighbourhood plan." 

They said volunteers were urgently needed to help 
prepare the new plan and urged anyone interested

Twelve of the arrests 
made were in relation to 
suspected drugs offences 
while three of those were 
also arrested on suspicion 
of theft. One person was 
arrested for breach of the 
peace. 

Other arrests related to 
breach of bail as well as 
suspicion of theft from a 
motor vehicle and metal 
theft. 

A number of items were 
seized including jew¬ 
ellery, bicycles and elec¬ 
trical equipment as well 
as a quantity of drugs, in¬ 
cluding cannabis and ke¬ 
tamine.

and in Scotland, the pre¬ 
ferred refreshments were 
carlings - pancakes made of

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ter, with pepper and salt. In fact, in 
some locations this day was called 
Carling Sunday. 

y SIMNEL cake was said to test 


the girl's skills as a cook. If it re¬ 
mained moist and maintained its 
taste until Easter Sunday, she was 
seen as a good cook. 


y APPARENTLY Mother's Day is 
the biggest event in the UK's cut 
flower industry. During this period 
the UK's sales of flowers increases 


by an average of 40%, making it a 
very busy period for florists.

Hanging up his soldering iron

R ADIO repairman 
Alan Davies is 
about to unplug his 
soldering iron for the last 
time. 

His shop at the top of 
South Street in Crewkerne 
is up for auction in mid- 
April, and Alan will be 
closing the business within 


the following month. 

The name “Davies” has 
been over the shop door 
since 1939 when his father 
Stanley started a bicycle 
sales and repair business, 
with the family living 
above the shop. 


“After a year or two, the 
first radios came along and 
we started selling them,” 
said Alan, who was born in 
the former doctor’s surgery 
right next door. 

During the war years, 
Alan’s father served with 


the Home Guard. 

“I remember he had a 
Sten gun, a gas mask and a 
tin hat hanging on a nail on 
the bedroom door. The 
door and the nail are still 
there!” 

Alan’s next big memory 
is of the Queen’s Corona¬ 
tion in 1953 — and the im¬ 
pact that had on the 
development of television. 

“The first TV we had was 
a black and white, nine- 
inch Bush. 

“We had two and set 
them up in the shop for the 
coronation. 

“The place was full. Peo¬ 
ple brought their own 
chairs, sandwiches and 
flasks of tea. 

“We even had people 
standing outside peering 
through the window. 

“Several people placed 
orders for TVs as a result!” 

In those days, mass-pro¬ 
duction was unheard-of 
and retailers, including 
Stanley Davies, had lim¬ 
ited monthly allocations of 
sets. 

Alan said: “When the 
monthly allocation arrived, 
we had to decide which 
customers would get them. 

“There were always 
more names than sets 


available. 

“On one occasion, we 
had two customers, but just 
one set had arrived. 

“They both slapped their 
money on the counter and 
were practically fighting 
over it!” 

Alan took over the busi¬ 
ness in 1969 and was “a lit¬ 
tle bit more adventurous 
than my father”. 

“I stuck my neck out and 
on one occasion bought 50 
new TV sets, which were 
piled-up in the back.” 

At the time, a typical TV 
cost the equivalent of a 
couple of months’ wages. 

“My father thought I was 
mad and said I’d never sell 
them. 

“But, 12 months later, 
they were all gone. They 
were flying out the door!” 

Alan spent three years 
studying at Taunton Tech¬ 
nical College for a Radio 
Trades Exam Board 
diploma, including the 
highly-prized “colour qual¬ 
ification” which enabled 
him to repair anything from 
an old “valve radio” to a 
new-fangled colour TV. 

“I remember I went to an 
outside service job at Mis- 
terton, dressed in my suit 
and tie and carrying my 
black repair case, with 
tools and valves inside. 

“When I got there, I was 
shown upstairs to a bed¬ 
room — which I thought 
was a bit strange. 

“A middle-aged lady was 
sitting up in bed, ready to 
reveal all! 

“All I could do was stare 
straight ahead, think of 
England, and say ‘I’m here 
to sort out the TV set’. 

“Apparently, they were 
expecting the doctor and 
when I turned up, they 
thought I was him!” 

With Alan’s retirement, 
the TV and radio repair 
sector moves one enor¬ 
mous step nearer to disap¬ 
pearing completely. 

Only a handful now re¬ 
main anywhere in the 
country. The reason, ac¬ 
cording to Alan: mass-pro¬ 
duction. 

Nowadays, it’s almost al¬ 
ways cheaper to throw 
modern equipment away, 
rather than have it repaired. 

But, as one visitor to 
Alan’s workshop said, 
when asked why he didn’t 
simply throw-away his ail¬ 
ing 1970s record, radio and 
tape deck: “I’m a retro-man 
with lots of vinyl. 

“I don’t want a new deck. 
I want this one repaired.” 

Fortunately, when Alan 
shuts-up shop for the last 
time, he plans to do a little 
bit of repair and restoration 
on the side, just to keep his 
hand in. 

“I don’t want to become 
a cabbage after 12 months 
of retirement!” he quipped.

ticularly accomplished. Younger still was 18-year-old 
Mendelssohn when his A minor Quartet was first 
heard. While it lacks the freshness of, say, his Octet, 
the Cavaleris injected musical passion and a degree 
of finesse. The Russian Schnittke's 1984 quartet was 
another matter: its kaleidoscopic construction draws 
on musical quotations close to his heart - a cadence 
from a Stabat Mater by Orlando di Lasso, the open¬ 
ing of Beethoven's Grosse Fuge and the musical sig¬ 
nature of his hero, Shostakovich. The heightened 
expression of the music taken to near breaking- 
point, the physicality of the music and the demands 
made upon the players transfixed the audience, 
compelling them to listen. The applause that fol¬ 
lowed confirmed both the audience's appreciation 
and their release of tension.

TOUGHER PENALTIES FOR 
ROADWORKS DISRUPTION 


UTILITY companies who take 
too long to complete their 
road works will face higher 
charges. Transport Minister 
Norman Baker announced 
today. 

All utility companies who dig 
up the road must agree a time 
frame for their works with the 
local council. If a firm over¬ 
stays this period and has not 
negotiated the additional 
time with the local council 
then they face an 'overrun 
charge' for each additional 
day they spend on the road. 

Currently, the maximum 
daily overrun charge is 
£2,500, depending on the 
type of works and the sort of 
street being occupied. From 
1 st October 2012 this will rise 
on the busiest roads to £5,000 
a day for the first three extra 
days, rising to £10,000 a day 
from the fourth extra day on¬ 
ward. Councils must spend 
overrun charge income on im¬ 
plementing transport policies. 

Norman Baker said: 

"We know that utility firms 
need to dig up the road to 
maintain the infrastructure we 
all rely upon but sometimes 
this work takes far too long to 
complete, causing disruption 
and frustration for everyone 
using the road. 

l "Increasing these charges 


means that utilities will pay 
penalties which reflect the 
cost of the disruption suffered 
when works go on longer than 
they should. 

"The increases will also pro¬ 
vide an incentive for utilities 
to finish works on time and 
prevent people sitting in un¬ 
necessary traffic jams in the 
first place." 

The Department is also 
changing the way overrun 
charges are structured to re¬ 
flect the fact that all overruns 
cause the same level of disrup¬ 
tion regardless of how long 
the work was originally 
planned for. 

The Government's response 
to the consultation on overrun 
charges can be found here: 
www.dft.gov.uk/consulta- 
tions/dft-2010-13. Regula¬ 
tions will be laid in Parliament 
shortly and are due to come in 
to force in October 2012. 

The Government has also re¬ 
cently put forward proposals 
for councils to use lane rental 
schemes which would see util¬ 
ities pay a daily charge to do 
works on the busiest roads as 
well as measures to reduce bu¬ 
reaucracy for councils wanting 
to implement road works per¬ 
mit schemes. Both consulta¬ 
tions can be found on the 
Department's website.

"Good eyesight is one of the most integral parts of being 
a capable driver, and we believe that by having a manda¬ 
tory eyesight test when you renew your license every 10 
years, this will help us discover more effectively who has 
the ability to drive and who does not," David concludes.

1AM response to PACT'S 
older driver report 


1AM chief executive Simon Best said: 
"With the number of drivers over the 
age of 80 now over one million, a strat¬ 
egy for this area is essential. 

"Older people need their cars which 
give them better mobility and access to 
more activities and services.Those who 
wish to continue driving beyond the 
age of 70 should only be prevented 
from doing so if there are compelling 
reasons. Rather than seeking to prevent 
older people from driving, we should 
make them more aware of the risks 
they face, and offer them driving as¬ 
sessments to help them eliminate bad 
habits. Driving helps older people play 
a full and active part in society." 

A national strategy for an ageing car¬ 
driving population is vital, a report by a 
Whitehall advisory body has said. 

The number of older motorists hold¬ 
ing driving licences has risen consider¬ 
ably in recent years, the report from the 
Parliamentary Advisory Council for 
Transport Safety (Pacts) said. 

But it added that reductions in the 
number of people killed or seriously in¬ 
jured on the roads have fallen far more 
slowly among older drivers. 

The report said that while only 15% of 
over-70s held a driving licence in 1975, 
the figure for 2010 was nearly 60%. 
Also, 80% of current 60-69 year olds 
hold licences and will continue to drive 
for around the next 20 years. More than 
80% of 30-39 year olds are licence hold¬ 
ers and will drive until at least 2050. 

Pacts said: "The report therefore con¬ 
cludes that older road users are here to 
stay and that a national strategy for an 
ageing population is vital." 


The report also pointed out that 
pedestrian deaths and serious injuries 
among all ages had fallen 41% be¬ 
tween 2000 and 2010, but the fall for 60 
to 69-year-old pedestrians was 37%, for 
70-79 year olds it was 40% and for 
those 80 or over it was 33%. 

The car-occupant death and serious 
injury reduction for all ages between 
2000 and 2010 was 54%. But the fall for 
60-69 year old car occupants was only 
44%, with the decline for 70-79 year 
olds being 43% and for those aged 80 
or over it was only 16%. 

The report also drew the distinction 
between road users who were at risk 
and who posed a risk to others. Older 
road users tended to be in the former 
group, it said. 

The report added that it was therefore 
essential that planning decisions were 
"health-checked" for older people and 
that the medical profession was more 
effective in giving advice on both phys¬ 
ical and mental fitness to drive. 

Pacts executive director Robert Gif¬ 
ford said: "Over the next decade the 
balance of the population in this coun¬ 
try will change. Older people need to 
be kept mobile and safe. I hope that 
this report will generate a national dis¬ 
cussion about the state of our pave¬ 
ments and the relevance of 
self-regulation when it comes to giving 
up your driving licence. We need to 
move beyond seeing older people as a 
problem to viewing them as contribut¬ 
ing to a mixed society."

Seat reveals lower prices for new Ibiza Range 


FRESH from its triumphant debut at the recent Geneva Motor 
Show the latest iteration of SEAT'S most successful and well- 
known model, the Ibiza supermini, is being prepared for its UK 
showroom launch next month. 

Just days after the wraps came off the new version of SEAT'S 
multi-million seller in Switzerland, SEAT UK is confirming exact 
pricing and specification details of the new range which will be 
available to order this month. 

The great news for Ibiza buyers is that the new model is intro¬ 
duced without a price increase over the outgoing car. In fact SEAT 
is confirming that the majority of New Ibiza derivatives will be 
available at a lower price than their outgoing equivalents. 

Thus the entry-level New Ibiza - the 1.2-litre 60 PS E in three- 
door SC bodystyle - remains available at just £9,995 RRP on the 
road. 

As before, the UK range extends up from the E through S A/C 
and SE to the sporty FR model. For the first time, too. New Ibiza 
ST buyers will be able to enjoy the dynamic delights of an FR ver¬ 
sion as SEAT expands its Formula Racing sub-brand to its svelte 
supermini estate. 

The core basic model in the new line up - the SEAT Ibiza S A/C 
- is offered at an average of £300 less than the outgoing S Copa 
editions. The most affordable Ibiza 5dr is therefore the 1.2 70 PS 
S /C model, at just £11,430 RRP on the road. This engine is also 
now available in the Ibiza ST body style, giving it a significantly 
reduced starting price of only £12,140 RRP. 

On the mid-level New Ibiza SE, there's a similar £300 average 
price reduction versus the outgoing SE Copa. Here, all Ibiza body- 
styles have the same four derivatives on offer. The accessible 1.4 
85 PS petrol model is joined by the sprightly 1.2 TS1105 PS, with 
state-of-the-art seven-speed DSG for those who require an auto¬ 
matic. Two diesels are offered in this spec; the hyper-frugal 92 
g/km 1.2 TDI 75 PS Ecomotive and the 1.6 TD1105 PS. The latter 
is available in SE trim for the first time. 

The great news for fans of SEAT'S sporty and stylish FR trim is 
that it now occupies an even more affordable place in the exten¬ 
sive Ibiza range, with engine availability widened to include tur¬ 
bocharged 105 PS units in both petrol and diesel. The established 
higher-end FR derivatives -1.4-litreTS1150 PS DSG-auto and 2.0- 
litre TDI 143 PS turbodiesel - are also available at much lower 
prices - up to a massive £1,100 less, in fact. For the very first time 
FR is also now available on the Ibiza ST, for those who crave a 
practical yet genuinely sporty small estate. 

As on the outgoing model, the'walk'from any Ibiza SC model 
to the equivalent 5dr model is just £500. To move from 5dr to ST 
is another £710 in every case. 

Of course aside from compelling new prices, the design of the 
New Ibiza has been fully updated in line with SEAT'S latest styling 
direction. Since 2008 the brand has shown a stunning selection 
of concept vehicles - most recently the IBE, IBX and IBL - which 
point the way to a range of all-new models yet to come. 

Under the stewardship of new Head of Design Alejandro 
Mesonero-Romanos the New Ibiza takes on many of the sharp, 
dynamic details which will be a hallmark of SEAT design in the

coming years. 

Thus the New Ibiza boasts reshaped headlights that now in¬ 
clude sculptural elements inside the clusters similar to the new 
Alhambra MPV and the recently-revised Exeo family of executive 
class saloons and estates. Specifying optional bi-xenon head¬ 
lights also adds LED daytime running lights for an even bolder 
appearance. 

Elsewhere the front grille is smaller and sharper, front fog lights 
take on a rectangular shape and the front end on all models now 
features the sporty,'downward-facing'trapezoidal lower grille for¬ 
merly limited to FR and Cupra models. Finally, at the front, the 
revised bonnet features a strong central crease line - a key design 
cue taken from the IBE and IBL concept cars. 

At the back the New Ibiza's tail lights have been redesigned. 
Curved and semi-circular elements have been replaced with 
sharper lines while FR models gain LED tail lights for an even 
more distinctive light signature. The rear bumpers have been 
changed, too, with sharper lines tracing the rear'diffuser'section. 

Students of SEAT design might also spot that New Ibiza 5dr and 
ST models now feature gloss black 'B' and 'C pillars, while eye¬ 
catching new colours have been added to the palette, including 
Lima Green. New alloy wheel designs complete the exterior 
changes. 

Inside, new typography on the instrument dials and a refreshed 
climate control display makes things clearer and more stylish on 
the New Ibiza. There are redesigned steering wheels across the 
range, including a flat-bottomed design on FR. Finally even the 
glovebox has been enlarged, with significantly more storage and 
the addition of an interior light. 

Managing Director of SEAT UK, Peter Wyhinny, saidi'We're really 
excited about the imminent arrival of the New Ibiza in the UK. 

'This stylish new supermini ticks all the boxes for buyers by 
being not just significantly more modern to look at, more stylish, 
more practical and, with the debut of the Ibiza ST FR, significantly 
more fun. But, crucially, our best-seller is now also even more af¬ 
fordable, too! 

'SEAT celebrated record sales in the UK in 2011 and, with the 
arrival of the New Ibiza, I'm confident we can look forward to con¬ 
tinuing that success through 2012 and beyond.' 

The new cars are available to order now, with a nationwide 
showroom launch planned for late April.
